THE TRANS-CANADA 

Work on the trans-Canada highway is still go- 
ing on. This is the gratifying word from Ottawa 
after the inexplicable silence of many months 

In northern Ontario 10,000 single men are being 
given employment in construction camps, where 
they are being paid at the rate of $10 per month 
with board and lodging. The Dominion and the 
province share the cost, It is expected that by fall 
174 miles of the highway will have been cut out 
between Pembroke and North Bay. Be'ween North 
Bay and the Manitoba boundary, 800 miles have 


been cut, burned and drained, and 200 miles graded 
The trans-Canada highway was undertaken as a 
relief measure two years ago. The Ontario section

was the only one on which a large amount of con. 
struction remained to be done. Through the other 
provinces there were already highways which only 
required linking up. In British Columbia there re- 
mained the stretch around the Big Bend of the 
Columbia, but that was already under contract. 

If only 200 miles have as yet been graded in 
northern Ontario, construction records are not be- 
ing broken in carrying through the project. But it 
is satisfactory to know the work is still in progress 
though suspectible that more progress would be 
made if the pay were somewhat better. 

Since highway building is still going on, how 
about setting a few thousand men at work to com- 
plete the Jasper highway to Jasper, and from 
Jasper to Blue River, there to connect with the 
highway already built from Kamloops? 

Alberta is helping to build the trans-Canada 
through northern Ontario, after having built and 
paid for the Alberta section of the road, running 
from Medicine Hat to Banff. There is no objection 
to that, of course. But in fairness this province is 
entitled to some assistance in completing the high- 
way to Jasper. And since British Columbia is 
helping also to pay for the construction in Ontario 
that province has a similar claim to help in extend- 
ing the highway from Blue River to Jasper.

WHEN MONTREAL LOST 
THE CAPITAL 


On this date, in 1849, Montreal 
lost its chance of remaining the 
capital of the Province of Canada. 
The Earl of Elgin had signed the 


rebellion losses bill and was ready 
to proceed to Monklands, the 
vice regal residence, now the Villa 
Maria convent. No sooner did he 


appear at the door of the Par- 
liament house than the mob at- 


tacked him. In the short walk 
of 100 yards to his carriage he 
was pelted by rotten eggs, one of 
which struck him in the face, 
while others covered his clothing 
His footman, his horses, his equip- 
age, were all reached by the un- 
savory missiles and he drove 
away amid curses and yells and a 
shower of mud and stones. 

By 7 o'clock Montreal was in a 
state of huge excitement. The 
alarm bells rang and criers went 
through the streets calling a pub- 
lic meeting on the Champ de 
Mars at 8 o'clock. At the meet- 
ing the shout went up “We have 
passed resolutions enough; the 
time for action has arrived.” 

The assembly was holding an 
evening session in the Parliament 
house and thither the mob rush- 
ed. The brilliantly lighted win- 
dows were a tempting target and 
a hail of stones soon crushed in 
among the members. At once all 
was confusion. Comparatively few 
did the work of violence; the 
crowd, not very large, mercly

looked on while the “loyalist” 
rioters rushed into the building 
They quickly drove the mem- 
bers from their places. One rioter 
removed the mace from the table; 
a man with a broken nose (ook 
the speaker's chair, and, with 
Cromwellian majesty, said, “I 
dissolve this house.” 

Whetifer by accident or design 
the buildings soon took fire. It 
contained two libraries of great 
value and a huge mass of public 
records. Within a quarter of an 
hour the building was a mass of 
flames and little was saved ex- 
cept a painting of the then young 
Queen Victoria, which was saved 
by a young Scot, named Sandford 
Fleming, and was afterwards in 
the Parliament house at Ottawa 
until it was burned in the fire of 
1916. 

Not satisfied with the destruc- 
tion of the Parliament house the 
mob twice afterwards assaulted 
the governor; the legislators {fin- 
ished their work in temporery 
quarters; parliament was prorogu- 
ed on May 30; and the capital was 
removed to Toronto where it re- 
mained for two years. Then it 
was moved to Quebec for tour 
years, then back to Toronto until 
1859, and again back to Quebec, 

it remained until 1885. 
he parliament first met at Ot- 
tawa June 8, 1866. Next year 
came Confederation and the Do- 
minion parliament was born and 
the capital was permanently 
anchored at Ottawa

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The Passing Show

These are days of vindication for newspapers 
and economists who for the past year or more 
have been urging inflation as the remedy for the 
ills which followed the coming of the dishonest 
dollar. Calling it “sound money” cannot change 
the character of the dishonest deflated dollar or 
its effect upon the farmer and producer. It 
doubtful if it could long continue to benefit the 
money-lender and coupon-clipper who alone bene- 
fitted by the exaggerated purchasing power of the 
deflated dollar, or who was able to receive high 


interest yields for the use of money. With western 
farmers unable to show a profit on their wheat 
(many indeed unable to pay taxes) and a growing 
standing army of unemployed, the time was rapid- 
ly approaching when default on interest and re- 
pudiation would have been made necessary. 

* 2 

It is to President Roosevelt and his advisers we 
are indebted for the relief that has come by his 
announced inflation policy. It needed but an an- 
nouncement to cause wheat and silver prices to 
rise and billions to be added to stock exchange 
values. 

While agricultural associations and prescient 
journals were urging that steps be taken at Ottawa 
to bring the pound and the dollar nearer together, 
President Roosevelt has done it for us. On the day 
that Roosevelt gave orders that export of gold was 
to be stopped—raising the expectation that he was 
preparing to abolish the gold standard and its 
cramping limitations—the British pound rose from 
$3.45 to $3.89 while the Canadian dollar, though it 
rose 5 points on the New York exchange to mark

the inflation of the American dollar, fell in its 
relation to the British pound. 
Canadians have to thank President Roosevelt 


and his inflation policy for bringing them measur- 

ably nearer to the point where they can obtain the 

benefits of the preference under the Imperial 

Treaty against the greater preference enjoyed by 

competitor countries by their inflated currencies.

The effect of inflation, which will be forced 
upon Canada by pressure from our big southern 
neighbor, will be immediately felt in the prairie 
provinces where the basic commodity is wheat 
Wheat prices made an immediate response to the 
intimation of an inflation policy. They will con- 
tinue to advance to whatever degree controlled in- 
flation may decide. That point must be a point at 
which the farmer can make a profit. There is no 
need for an inflation policy that fails to inflate to a 
point where men can labor for an adequate return. 
Otherwise we had better remain in the thrall of 
the money-lenders and coupon-clippers a little 
longer and get the thing over as quickly and dras- 
tically as possible. The purpose of inflation is to 
enable the working classes and producing classes 
—as distinguished from the money-lending classes 


—to work ata _ profit to themselves Inflation 
cannot stop below that point.

In the Pacific province where production is 


more diversified, the effects are more diversified 
I am writing this from the port of Vancouver. 
This morning I spent a couple of hours on the new 
fish wharf where scores of fishing craft are out- 


fitting for the salmon and pilchard season. Last 
year few of the boats went out to sea. Those that 
did made poor return, owing to poor prices. This 


year with the canneries offering 40 cents apiece 
and the independents offering 50 cents apiece for 
sockeye salmon, not a boat will be left in port. 
They will all be out following the great sockeye 
shoal as it comes on its fourth-yearly tour down 
the west coast. After that the boats will sail north 
again and fellow the shoals of bluebacks and

The water front was a cheerful place yesterday 
with the fishing fleets getting ready for sea, men 
leaving by the hundreds for the lumber camps, 
and tug boats aggregating millions of dollars in 
value, being inspected after their two year lay-up, 
in the hope of being put in service again soon. 

A little sidelight on the spirit in which these 
chaps are working. My fisherman friend made me 
acquainted with his mates. There were four of 
them, all working away as hard as could be. They 
had been busy for a week or more without let up 
There is yet another week's work on their boat, to 
be concluded when she will be hauled up and her 
underwater hull copper-painted before she sets out 
for the fishing ground.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 
EGGS ARE AN EXCELLENT PROTEIN FOOD 
‘The other day I heard of a family of three who 
went to the country and bought twenty dozen eggs | 
A person in good health should use about ten eggs | 
a week; at this rate, these folks had enough eggs | 
to last for eight weeks! Of course, they keep the 


eggs cool and this helps preserve the flavor, but 
I believe that they might enjoy their eggs more if 
they bought a dozen at a time and then went back 
and got a dozen fresh ones. 

Today I am going to give you some good rule 
for buying eggs. 1. Buy fresh eggs, as the fresher 
the egg, the better the flavor. 2. I would advise 
you to get the finest grade egg, marked “Special 
Those sold in the greatest quantity are the second- 
best eggs marked “Extra.” 3. It usually pays to 
buy the largest ones, as two big eggs may weigh 
more than three small ones. 4. After buying eges 
keep them in a cool place, 5. When you find « 
brand of egg that satisfies you, stick to it. In thi 
way you get eggs of a uniform quality and when 
you break one open and cook it for breakfast, you 
know it will taste just right. 

Everyone should use at least one egg & day and 
those in good health will probably find from ten 
to twelve eggs a week is the right average. Eggs 
are a valuable form of protein and may be com- 
pared to lean meat. Two good sized eggs will weigh 
four ounces and give you about the same protein 
as one-fourth pound of lean meat. Or, eight eggs 
will equal a pound of meat. The protein found in 
eges is a splendid muscle-building food and is ex- 
cellent for building up worn out cell tissue in the 
body. It offers the building material for sound, 
the protein in eggs is a 
complete protein and was designed by Nature to 
produce a lively, healthy chick. 

The egg yolk is a good source of food iron, | 
needed for normal red blood cells; it also contains | 


a substance which is beneficial in promoting | 
growth and a strong nervous system. called | 
lecithin. The yolk is rich in vitamin A, a good 


source of vitamin B, and if the hen has been fed 
right and has had plenty of sunshine, the yolk is 
a good source of vitamin D, coming next after 
fish-liver oils for this purpose. 

Eggs are acid-forming and must be balanced 
with large quantities of alkaline forming foods 
such as vegetables, which. however. need not be 
taken at the same meal, but should be used some- 
time during the day. If you wish to have the vege- 
table at the same meal with the egg, you could 
combine the egg with a non-starchy vegetable | 
salad, or with cooked spinach, as this would 
ensure a well-balanced meal. 

A very large amount of the white of egg may 
be used by anyone. A few people find that the 
yolk contains such a large amount of sulphur and 
fat that it causes digestive discomfort if used in | 
excess. However, the use of one to two eggs a day | 
should be all right for one in good health. 

Eggs have won a very important place in cook- 
ery, as you may see if you glance through a cook- 
book, and are found in every kitchen. They not 
only lend themselves to many different methods 
of preparation, but they combine well with other 
foods and also cook quickly. In using them for | 
breakfast, the best plan is to fix them up different | 
ways: that they may be coddled, scrambled, 
baked, poached, or used in omelets. 
hard-boiled egg may be added to salads or taken in 
the lunch. The stiffly beaten whites of eggs often 
add to the attractiveness of desser's and make them 
light and fluffy. Eggs may be used to give buoy- 
ancy to muffins. When baked with milk, they furn- 
us with delicious custards. There are many 
healthful recipes for which yield dishes that 
cause the family to ask * second helpings and in 
tomorrow's article I am going to tell yqu about 
some of them.

Though Max can hardly be ex- 
pected to make hostile expressions 
against Adolph Hitler, the duly 
elected leader of his native coun- 
try, Schmeling has been anything 
but anti-Jewish in his actions. 

Max's manager, Joe Jacobs, is a 
Jew and many of the former cham- 
pion’s friends in America are Jews. 
And Max meets a man of Jewish 
descent when he boxes Max Baer 
in New York. 

To silence would-be critics Max 
has declared he could take Jacobs 
back to Berlin with him and Joe 
would prove very popular with 
sport followers in Germany. | 


DANGER PASSES 

What might have proven Max's 
first battle against Prejudice never 
developed. When the German first | 
came to America it was thought 
that he might run up against some 
anti-German feeling, remnant of 
war-born hatreds, but New York | 
fight fans took to Maxie from the 
beginning. 

However, Schmeling’s break with | 
Arthur Bulow, the German ring | 
pilot who brought the boy who was 
to become world heavyweight | 
champion of America, did much 
to turn the sentiment of some 
against Max. But he soon regained 
and increased his popularity. | 

Max again ran_ into Prejudice | 
when he was awarded the world | 
heavyweight title while sprawled | 
on a ring floor in Yankee stadium, | 
groaning that he had been fouled. | 
Though it was pretty generally 
conceded that Maxie was fouled, | 
fight fans did not take kindly | 
toward the coronation of a new | 
ring ruler while he reclined in the 
resin. . | 

Again resentment toward Schmel- 
ing vanished—this time when Max 
polished off Young Stribling in| 
Cleveland and proved thereby that) 
the Schmeling brow was a fitting | 
receptacle for the heavyweight | 
crown.

Though Max has had his diffi- | 
culties in overcoming public resent- 
ment he has made a lot of money in|

If the Schmeling-Baer battle is | 
a financial success Max should take | 
down about $100,000 for his share | 
and considerably more than that | 
in meeting the winner of the Shar- | 
key-Primo Carnera battle in Sep- | 
tember for the world heavyweight | 
title. | 

Schmeling has already acquired | 
approximately $600,000 in fighting 


The two Shar- 
key battles brought him $177,000 
and $170,000, the Sstribling bout
